C A P E CANAVERAL. Fla. UP —

continental ballistic weapon. 


T here was no official w ord that 
the third a tte m p t to launch an At­ 
las might be in progress. 


Tlie Atlas norm ally requires a 
countdown of about 10 hours. How­ 
ever, there is no strict time-table. 


W atchers from beaches four to 
five miles awnv from the heavily 
guarded launching area noted g reat 
activity around the Atlas stands, 
w here m en worked 
under flood­ 
lights through the night. 


Two of the giant missiles w ere 
visible in their stands. These m ay 
be the ones which w ere given static 
tests last week. 


Tn addition to the firing expect­ 
ed today, another Atlas launching is 
believed likely tow ard the end of 
the week. 
Two previous test launchings of 
the Atlas w ere held last su m m e r 
and last fall. 
In both instances the missile got 
into the air Before it could get ful­ 
ly under way, however. It started 
to wobble and change course and 
had to be blown apart. 
The Atlas is designed to deliver 
a hydrogen w arhead over an arc 
reaching as high as 600 miles above 
the earth to a target 5.000 miles or 
m ore from its launching point. Its 
ave rag e speed is 10.000 miles an 
hour.

are secret, the Atlas is believed to 
be about 70 feet long and 8% feet in 
d ia m eter and to weigh some 100 
tons at takeoff.

today. 
In launching its annual Christmas safety campaign, the 
Council said the traffic trend is encouraging 
but it also 
warned that highway accident* and deaths reach their peak 
at Christina* time. 
During the first nine months of this year traffic deaths 
dropped 3 per cent from the same period for the previous 
\ «*ar— a saving of 800 lives. 
‘If drivers can maintain this rate of improvement, more 
than 1.000 lives can be saved on the highway in 1957,” the 
< ouncil added. 
The success of the “Back the Attack on Traffic Accidents” 
campaign in its first year has led the Council to extend it 
through 1958. The purpose of the campaign is to encourage 
public officials to step up the attack on traffic accidents and 
to stimulate acceptance of personal responsibility for safety. 
Speed is a large factor in yuletide accidents, the Council 
said. It increases the chances of an accident, and it also d e­ 
creases the chances of drivers and passengers coming out 
alive if an accident occurs. 
To determine a safe speed, the Council said, drivers must 
take into consideration: 
1. Weather and visibility. Fog, rain, snow or darkness are 
caution «igns that should be heeded. 
2. Mechanical factor*. Engine power, ability to hold the 
road, and efficiency of all mechanical parts have a definite 
bearing on selection of a safe speed. 
JL Physical factors. Whether a road is rough, smooth, hil­ 
ly, flat, curving or straight are considerations that should 
influence speed. 
4. Personal factors. The driver's physical and mental con­ 
dition and the speed at which he can safely control his car 
are important.. 
5. Traffic conditions. Drivers should adapt their speed to 
the traffic they meet. A safe speed on a country road can 
be unsafe on a city street.

But E isenhow er also hopes to put 
bases in Norway.

The buck will 
be p a s s e d .to a com m ittee. 
5. Will we talk to Russia? This 
will be perhaps the biggest prob­ 
lem of all.

Retail trade ha* been running at a very brisk pace this 
year. There is an excellent chance that total dollar volume 
may set a new record. Whether or not that happens will be 
determined in large part by the size of the Christmas busi­ 
ness. 
With prospects and experience thus far in 1957 Iwdng so 
good, it might be thought that retailer* have few problems 
--and that their profits are reaching mountainous dimen­ 
sions. Rut it just isn’t that simple. 
“ For Instance, the comptroller of one of the leading vari­ 
ety chains recently made a report and a forecast, Sales have 
hfe.i well above last year and he expects the 1957 total to 
exceed 1956 by seven to ten |>er cent. Yet he also anticipates 
smaller profit margin*, despite the larger sales. One reason 
is that there are more state minimum wage laws, resulting 
rn higher wage costs to the retailer. Another is that ‘far 
more people are trying to share the customer’s dollar’’ 
- 
in other words, there are more stores everywhere, new ones 
are constantly opening up. and competition gets tougher all 
the time. And this, he added, “ ha* meant promoting mer­ 
chandise at a lower gross margin.” 
Incidentally, this chain’s net profit last year was only 2.3 
per cent on its dollar volume— and, as said before, it is ex­ 
pected to be lower still in the current year.

During the first nine months of this year traffic deaths

‘If drivers can maintain this rate of improvement, more 
than 1.000 lives can be saved on the highway iii 1957,” tile 
Council added. 
The success of the “ Rack the Attack tm Traffic Accident*” 
campaign in its first year has led the Counc il to extend it 
through 1958. The purpose of the campaign is to encourage 
public officials to step up the attack on traffic accidents and 
to stimulate acceptance of t>er*onaI responsibility for safety. 
Speed is a large factor in yuletide accidents, the Council 
said. It increases the chances of an accident, and it also de­ 
creases the chances of drivers and passengers coming out 
alive if an accident occurs. 
To determine a safe speed, the Council said, driver* must 
take into consideration: 
1. Weather and visibility. Fog, rain, snow or darkness are 
caution signs that should be heeded. 
2. Mechanical factors. Engine power, ability lo hold the 
road, and efficiency of all mechanical {airts have a definite 
bearing on selection of a safe speed. 
3. Physical factors. Whether a road is rough, smooth, hil­ 
ly, flat, curving or straight are considerations that should 
influence speed. 
4. Personal factors. The driver’* physical anil mental con­ 
dition and the speed at which he can safely control his car 
are important. 
5. Traffic condition*. Drivers should adapt their speed to 
the traffic they meet. A safe speed on a country road can 
bt unsafe on a city street.

WASHINGTON - President E i­ 
senhower today begins the great­ 
est gamble of his life. Thirteen 
years ago he took another great 
gamble when he ordered allied 
forces across the channel into ex­ 
actly the same area he is invad­ 
ing today. 
That was corsidered one of the 
greatest invasions of all time. But 
the gamble this 
week is more 
dangerous. 
When he mvadeo nance, June 
6. 1944, General Eisenhower had 
spent months building up a mas­ 
sive attack force. 
It 
had 
been 
planned by the best men in the 
American Army and Navy. Fur­ 
thermore, it was not his decision. 
So if he failed, those in the high 
command. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and Winston Churchill, would take 
the blame. Furthermore, he did 
not sail in the Vanguard of the 
attacking fleet. He remained in 
Supreme Headquarters in England 
until it was known that the inva­ 
sion would be successful. 
This time, however. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower must take full respon­ 
sibility for failure. This time he 
sails in the Vanguard. This time 
he ic on hand to struggle with the 
initial holding forces. This time 
preparations have been almost nil 
no great bony of experts prepared 
the preliminary plans. Only one 
Cabinet officer went in advance to 
‘scout hostile territory. Eisenhower 
himself was ill. did not prepare 
Nevertheless, he invades in or­ 
der to hold secure that which he 
conquered 31 years ago. It is a 
heroic gamble taken arith the cour­ 
age of an old soldier.

plans to use as his chief weapon 
ic his charm, his ability to per­ 
suade, his contagious smile, his 
knack of winning friends, his per­ 
suasive power to make people do 
what he wants them to do. This 
is what he will throw in the battle 
against 
the 
trained 
diplomats, 
the politicians, and the prejudices 
of Eurojie. 
He looks upon the NATO con­ 
ference as a sort of political re­ 
vival meeting with himself as a 
statesmanlike Billy Graham. He 
will use these 
spiritual, 
though 
somewhat old-fashioned weapons 
at a time when Khrurhchev and 
Bulganin have scored their greas 
est scientific victories and offered 
some very real concessions to the 
West. 
The odds agamid Dwight D. E i­ 
senhower is this, his second in­ 
vasion. of Europe,

It offered great induce­ 
ments to a war-weary Europe— 
possibly a real chance for peace.
